DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-5 are pending. Applicant submitted an Appeal Brief of 2/23/2009 in 
response to the previous Final Office action mailed 10/30/2008. This is an action on the merits 
of said claims 1 and 3-5. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments set forth in said appeal brief filed 2/23/2009, with respect to the 
35 USC 103 rejections set forth in sections 8 and 9 of said previous Office action mailed 
10/30/2008 have been fully considered and arc persuasive. Accordingly, said rejections are 
hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references when considered alone or in combination teaches or renders obvious at least the 
following limitation required in the instant claim 1 : 

"...said outlet nozzle of said condensation tube being formed by a tube section having a 
beveled end defining an outlet opening directed towards the surface defining the 
horizontal..."
